AUDITOR REFUSES SALARY HIKE 


Park employees go payless 


Tewksbury Town Auditor Thomas J. Berube has refused to pay the entire park 
department staff because he apparently believes the salary set for attendent 
Ernest Lightfoot is illegal. 

The town selectmen have learned of Berube’s action, and several have 
criticized Berube for not explaining why he didn’t include salaries for the park 
department staff on the May 29 warrant. 

Park Cmsr, John Leslie complained to the selectmen about Berube’s action, 
and explained the situation. Leslie said his commission voted to pay Lightfoot at 
the second step for park attendents, and the finance committee approved the 
salary. Step two would give Lightfoot $9,238 a year as opposed to $7,931 for step 


one. 
Nevertheless, 


salaries for the department's 
‘on the warrant until the commis- 
sion restricted Lightfoot to the 
step one salary. 

Leslie asked if Berube had the 
authority not to include on the 
warrant pay and other vouchers 
approved by any town board, and 
whether his commission could 
start Lightfoot at step two. 

Town Counsel Charles J 
Zaroulis answered that Berube had 
concurrent power over the 
warrant with the board of 
selectmen, and had the right to 
refuse payment of any salary or 
bill he considered illegal. 

“Are you telling me he can sit on 
something for as long as he 
wants?” asked Frank A. Antonelli, 
chairman of the selectmen. 

“[ would say he could sit on it un- 
til someone takes legal action 
against him to make him pay it," 
Zaroulis answered. He added that 
as an elected official, the 
selectmen had no control over 
Berube's actions, in disap- 
proving any allegedly illegal parts 
of any warrant approved by 
Berube.

The selectmen unanimously 
authorized Zarqulis to determine if 
the park commission and finance 
commission acted legally in set- 
ting Lightfoot's salary at step two. 

During a discussion on Berube's 
action, Antonelli commented that 
Berube refused to pay a firm for a 
mini-bus bought by the town to ser- 
vice elderly , and also 
refused to pay several bills for the 
Livingston Street Recreation 
Area. He said the firm only turned 
the vehicle over to the community 
action committee (CAC) through 
the efforts of Antonelli and 
Executive Secretary Ruth Aubert, 
on though the bill remains un- 


irs. Aubert advised the bosrd 
Berube later contacted her concer- 
ning the matter. She said although 
the selectmen approved the 
purchase agreement and Zaroulis 
okayed its wording, Berube 
wanted the agreement signed by 
every member of the CAC before 
he would include payment on the 
warrant. 

Antonelli expressed criticism of 


Berube's action several times 
during the discussion, and said 
Berube should have explained his 
action to the selectmen. Zaroulis 
advised him that although an 
explanation would have been 
courteous, Berube wasn't required
